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I  OO  /  Seven  visionary  Black  citizens  of  Fay- 
etteville.  North  Carolina  pay  SI 40.00  for  two  lots  on 
Gillespie  Street  and  form  among  themselves  a 
self-perpetuating  Board  of  THistees  to  maintain 
the  property  for  the  education  of  Black  youth.  The 
seven  Founders  are  David  A.  Bryant.  Nelson 
Carter,  Andrew  j.  Chesnutt.  George  Grainger 
Matthew  Leary.  Thomas  Lomax,  and  Robert 
Simmons.  Robert  Harris  is  named  the  first 
principal  of  the  Howard  School. 
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An  act  of  the  legislature  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  a  teacher  training  Institution  for  Black  North  Carolinians. 
The  Howard  School  in  Fayetteville  is  selected  to  become  the  State  Colored  Normal 
School,  and  thus  becomes  the  first  and  oldest  state-supported  institution  of  its  kind 
in  North  Carolina.

Goldsboro.

institution's  holding  to  92  acres.  The  campus  grows  to 
eight  buildings  and  several  cottages  All  high  school 
work  is  discontinued  in  1929  and  the  title  of  Principal 
is  changed  to  President.

Undergraduate  degree 
programs  increase  to  34.  The  S6.4  million  School 
of  Business  and  Economics  Building  is  con- 
structed and  occupied,  and  the  University's  first 
capital  fundraising  campaign  for  $4  million  is 
undertaken.  Student  enrollment  increases  by 
42  percent  and  composite  SAT  scores  for 
entering  classes  improve  by  35  percent.

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CHESNUTT  LIBRARY 


The  Charles  W.  Chesnutt  Library 
has  been  an  integral  part  of  FSU  for 
46  years.  It  was  named  in  honor  of 
Charles  W.  Chesnutt,  second  princi- 
pal of  the  school,  and  son  of  Andrew  J. 
Chesnutt,  one  of  the  original  founders 
of  the  Howard  School. 

The  library  was  first  located  in  part 
of  a  room  in  the  old  Howard  School. 
Later,  it  was  housed  in  the  old  Smith 
Administration  Building,  which  stood 
where  the  Lyons  Science  Building 
stands  today.  As  the  library  continued 
to  expand,  new  facilities  were  needed, 
and  in  1937,  the  building  which  is 
now  the  Telecommunications  Center, 
became  its  new  home. 

To  accommodate  the  growing  col- 
lection, renovations  and  expansions 
took  place  in  1941.  and  again  in  1952. 
Dr.  Seabrook,  subsequently,  gained 
approval  for  another  library  building. 
In  1946,  the  library  became  officially 
known  as  the  Charles  Waddell 
Chesnutt  Library.  In  1968,  the  library 
moved  to  what  is  now  the  Helen  T. 
Chick  Building. 

Continuing  its  expansion,  the  li- 
brary moved  to  its  present  eye-catch- 
ing facility  in  1987.  The  library  is  the 
"heart"  of  FSU.  Its  collections  in- 
clude more  than  170,000  books  and 
journals,  450,000  microfilms,  and 
subscriptions  to  more  than  2,000  peri- 
odicals and  newspapers.
